IMPEACHMENT,

On the Law of Impeachment—Lecture
by Profossor Dwight,
Yesterday evening Professor Dwight delivered,
al the Law SBchool, Latayette place, & very able
ond interesting lecture on the sabject of *'la-
peachment,” He arranged his lecture under
four heads:—First, “The Nature of impencn-
ment;” second, “The Crimes for which Iuﬂmuch-
ment may be lTostituted;” third, “The Method
of Procedure:” and, fourth, “General Remarks,”
He compared the Jaw of impeschment a= it has
been exercised under the English Constitution,
with the law as it exiets in the United States,
citing Inetances 10 show that in England an im-
peachment, ke an Indictment, considers the
accused immecent until proved aum.{' 80 that,
througlout the whole of English inwry.n
find but one case in which suspension from the
oxerolse of the duties ot office was tried to be
enforced, and that in the owse of Pickett und
other notoriously corrupt judgu] who were
ordered, during the procedure ol the act of 1m-
penchment inst them, not o exercise thewr
funotions on cirenit. 1u (he celebrated case of
Lord Bacon, Lord High Cbhancellor of Eugland,
who was sentenced, sccording to custom, to
kneel and beg pardon of the House, and it
being specinlly provided that on wuch ooou

| slons the Lord High Chuncellor should ocoupy

the woolsack, the King had to send a
functionary to request rd Bacon o give
up his inslgnin of office, otherwise the punish-
ment inflicted coonld not have been carcied out.
In another oase—that of the notorious Scroges, a
corrupt judge, who was impeached for malfen-
since in ofice—the House of Lords appealed to
s sense of modesty not to exerelse the tunc-
tlons ol his office during his impeachment,
Seroges, however, was not troubled with aoy
modesty on this score, and there wius no power
according to the Coustitution to suspend him
trom office. The lecturer sald, Can the accused
be suspended from office during the progress of
the trinl? This subject is of importance 1n ensa
of the impeachment of the President, as an
assertion bf such power might lead to the ntmost
confusion, and perhaps to civil war, I strongly
believe that there ¢an be no suspension from
office, on two prineipal grounds:—First,
From the practice in Englind. Second. From
the true construction of the language of
the Upited States Constitution, There is 10 ex-
press language in the Constitution warranting
the suspension from oflice, and the bistory of
the Constitution, and the debates upon i, show
that the power of suspension trom office during
impeachment was caretnlly exctoded from the
statute. In the New York Counstitution of 1777
there was g specinl law providing ror suspension
trom office; those who framed the Unted States
Constitution had that law betore them; there is
avidence to &now that the quesiion was con-
sidered by them; and yel they did not embody
itin the Constitotion. In England, a person
might be impeached tor a variety ol ¢rimes und
misdemeanors, but under the Couvstitution of
the United States there can be no impeach-
ment tor crimes not expressly mentioned in
the sturutes, The lectorer bere described
the mwode of mpeschmernt in England, and
contra<ied it with that in the United Swates, In
this country no arrest Is necessary, and the
punishment infhieted does not, s in Bapcland,
require the presence of the person impeached,
becauze here it consists in the removal from
ofice, In Evngland one might be impeached for
mere common law erimes: but in the United
States this is not the ease, and the care with
which the pewer of impe.-whment lsas hitherto
been exerclsed in this country 18 shown in the
tact that,in the only instunces on record jn
which impeachment has been resorted to, 4. e,
of Plckering, Chase, and Blouunt, only one of
them, Piokering, was condemned,

1o conclusion, the lecturer sadd :—What would
be the effect of political impeachment npon
our evatem ol government it is difficult to say.
All apslogy leads to the couclusion that it
ghould be avoided antil the last extremivy, and
that the tria)l sthould be preceded by the anons-
takable verdiet of the people. There is prolound
wisdom in the remarkol that sound and calm
lawyer, Serieant Muynurd, that “tbe trlal and
condemuation of one man at common law will
work wore upon the prople than ten impeach.
ments.” It is the weakness of a political tribu-
nal that, whether justly or not, it labors under
the imputation of being moulded bf fnction;
while It 1s the strength of & common law court
thiut every presumption is made by public
opmion in favorof its justness and mpartiniity.
